Advertisements — Untrue, Deceptive, or Misleading, Prohibited. (Chap. 105, Act 

May 17, 1915.) 

Section 1. That any person, firm, corporation, or association who, with intent to 
sell or in anywise dispose of merchandise, securities, service, or anything offered by 
such person, firm, corporation, or association, directly or indirectly, to the pu' lie 
for sale or distribution, or with intent to increase the consumption thereof, or to 
induce the pu" lie in any manner to enter into any o' ligations relating; thereto, or to 
acquire title thereto or an interest therein, knowingly makes, pu' lishes, disseminates, 
circulates, or places 1 efore the pu' lie, or causes, directly or indirectly, to I e made, 
pu' lished, disseminated, circulated, or placed 1 efore the pu' lie in this State, in a 
newspaper or other pu'.lication or in the form of a 1 ook, notice, hand' ill, poster, 
bill, circular, pamphlet, or letter, or in any other way, an advertisement of any sort 
regarding merchandise, securities, service, or anything so offered to the pu' lie, which 
advertisement contains any assertion, representation, or statement of fact which is 
untrue, deceptive, or misleading, shall l.e guilty of a misdemeanor, and on convic- 
tion thereof shall 1 e punished I y a line of not less than $25 nor more than $100 or 
by imprisonment in the county jail not exceeding six months, or by loth said fine 
and imprisonment. 

UTAH. 

Rocky Mountain Spotted Fever and Trachoma — Notification of Cases. (Reg. Bd. of 

H., Feb. 15, 1915.) 

It shall be the duty of every physician or other person caring for the sick in the 
State of Utah to make a report to the local 1 oard of health immediately after such 
person becomes aware of the existence of any case of Rocky Mountain spotted fever. 

It shall 1 e the duty of every physician or other person caring for the sick in the 
State of Utah to make a report to the local board of health immediately after such 
person becomes aware of the existence of any case of trachoma. 

Camps— Sanitary Regulation. (Reg. Bd. of H., Sept. 8, 1915.) 

Regulation 1. Pollution of waters prohibited. — All persons living in the open or in 
camps, tents, or other temporary shelters shall exercise every proper and reasona' le 
precaution to dispose of their wastes, so that springs, lakes, reservoirs, streams, and 
other watercourses shall not be polluted. 

Reg. 2. Notice of labor or construction camp to be occupied by five or more persons to 
be given State board of health. — Every railroad or other corporation, contractor, lum" er- 
man, or other person in Utah who shall esta' lish, construct, or maintain any la' or 
or construction camp to be occupied S y five or more persons, and the person in charge 
of any temporary living quarters on wheels or otherwise that shall be provided for 
five or more workmen, shall at once notify the State 1 oard of health 1 y telephone, 
telegraph, or letter, of the presence and location of such quarters or camp. 

Reg. 3. The State board of health to inspect and pass on location and sanitary condi- 
tions of camp*. — The State 1 oard of health, when notified of the esta" lishment of any 
camp with temporary ! uildings, on wheeh or otherwise, shall promptly inspect and 
determine the propriety of the location of the camp and of its sanitary conditions. 
If the location or manner of operation of the camp 1 e found to be detrimental to the 
pu' lie health it shall 1 e removed or the manner of its operation corrected. 

Reg. 4. Permit required for labor or construction camp to be occupie I 6y more than 
ten persons for more than six da'/s. — No railroad or other corporation, contractor, lumber- 
man, or other person shall establish, construct, or maintain any labor or construction 
camp to be occupied by 10 or more per3on3for a period of more than sis day 5 without 
a permit from the State board of health. Whenever any tuch camp shall be vacated
